runner bean and *humulus a rapid 
govving Japanese type o? heps. 


DON’T RUSH 


Though the average man regards 
1;1 j Letter hull with a sort of condcs- 
mding pity when the fever of house 
cleaning strikes the ho ne, very often 
he is guilty of the same excited bus¬ 
tle just C3 soon as the active garden¬ 
ing sranon opens. loo much grounj 
i:; laid out at one time, .and too many 
seeds planted. In his hurry, some¬ 
times stakes and strings arc ca&t 
: ;idc with most distres ful results 
when visitors draw his attention later 
to the ‘free hand’ rows and the gen¬ 
eral jungle appearance of his vege¬ 
tables and flowers. True, the aver¬ 
age Canadian writer is leng and sum¬ 
mer all too short, but even the Esk¬ 
imo is allowed a decent interval in 
which is to get his garden planted. Of 
course, those early things like let¬ 
tuce, radhh, spinach and peas may 
bo so.’.n just as scon as the ground is 
fit to work, hut this does not mean 
that the whole supply should be put 
in then. One is advised to make a 
careful ituiy of the seed catalogue" 
dividing his purchases according to 
tlio first date of seeding.

3rd. to plant early, and 
4th to keep the potatoes v.e’.l cu'.t 
ivated. • 

Experiments conducted at Brand¬ 
on Experimental Farm go to nlio v 
the Early Bovee to be ready for u e 
before either Early Ohio or Irish 
Cobble. The tests have further indic¬ 
ated that having the sprout i on the 
tubs at planting time shortens the 
time between planting and emerge nc 
of the plants. While it is gcneraT* 
recommended that these sprouts sh • 
uld be green, yet the writer line fo¬ 
nd it is possible to take the whole 
potatoes directly from the basement 
with sprouts several inches Ion*,", 
plant these and in two or thr sc day 
have green leaves showing, ar.l goo' 
crops have resulted Where o»dv •' 
few potatoes are to be plrntc-1. t’ i 
latter method is quito satisfactory.
